Charging the city govermnment with 
sanctioning“union busting,”the SF 
janitors union local announced 
yesterday that it will strike some of 
the airlines and terminals at the San

Union, Local 87, said that the group 
will picket the JInternational 
Terminal， Pacific Southwest 
Airlines (PSA)， Republic，Eastern 
and American Airlines. TIhe 
announcement came at a press 
conferenceheld on cityhall stepsjust 
before a imeetifig'of the SF Airpot 
Coinmission， 
DISSATISFACTION 
The decision to strike came as 3 
result of the union's dissatisfaction 
with _ its meeting held earlier in 
JDecember with Deputy Mayor Jim 
Lazarus( EL 到 12/14/83)， Local 87 


_and its Supporters had asked for the 


mayors intervention in the labor 
dispute between janitors and their 
employer，Whitewood Oriental，a 
Subcontractor of World Services. 
.After the mostly ， 玫 orean 


immigrantjanitors voted to unionize， 
many of them were fired and the 
company dissolved， Lucky 
Maintenance ITeplaced the now 
defuinct Whitewood Oriental. Union 
iepresentatives contend that World 
Services, Lucky and Whitewood are 
one and the same,，and thus the 
newly-formed _ union should be 
recognized by Lucky. 

Lucky owners，the Song Lim 
fanmrily,， disagree ”with that 
characterization，and assert that 
their company is quite separate from 
the others involved in the dispute. 
Lucky further claims that since ithas 
an existing relationship with another 
SEIU local，Local. 77， it should 
continue working with 不 rather than 
with Local 87. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
mayors offce， Deputy “Mayor 
Lazarus emphasized that the city is 
doing as much as it can, as fast as 让 
can. He saidthatfromthe city spoint 
of view，the dispute is more of a 
Private matter.

White Student Union Warns of 
More Agitation f Demands Unmet

SACRAMENTO 一 A Sacra- 
mento white Supremacist group, the 
White _ Student “Union ” (E[ 玉 
12/14/83) has stepped up its 
recruitment _ campaign and has 
warned of future violence 让 its 
demands are not met. 

“We shall continue to intensify 
ouUI recruitment and  agitational 
tactics until we are allowed the same 
Privileges as the other ethnic student 
organizations even 让 we are 
eventually forced to take these rights 
through violence, ”proclaimed the 
group in a recent letter to 7jpe Pozzy 
下 Xpress， the ， Sacramento “City 
College newSpaper. 


RESPONSE 

Ihe letter，signed by purported 
WSU member Gregory S. Withrow， 
came in resSponse to the newspaper's 
December 1 article entitled, “White 
Student “Union Litters Campus 
Halls.” 

Withrow began his letter by 
asserting that“the White Student 
Union shall maintain its Present 
policy of distribution of literature to 
promote and disseminate OUT Tacial 
jdeals.” 

He also demanded an apology 
from Sacramento's ”Los Rios 
Community College District，the 
districts board of trustees and 
“minoritypressure groups, ”for what 
he called their denial of his group?s 
“constitutional Tights to freedom of 


speech,， assembly and press.” 

Withrow then stated the group's 
demands. “ITIhe immediate 
recognition without condition of the 
White student Union within the 
yarying college governments of the 
Los Rios School District”was the 
first demand. 

PIERMAN CASE 

The second demand had to do 
with the case of James Pierman, the 
Student accused of stabbing fellow 
Davis high school student Thong Hy 
Huynh to death (EL 球 12/14/83)， 
The group indicated its stance that 
Pierman, a minor at the time of the 
incident, not be tried as an adult 记 
the murder case. (Under State law， 
depending on the nature ofthe crime 
and age of the minor，s/he can be 
tried as an adult.) 

“If either of these demands 
continte to go [by] ignored, we shall 
WwWithout apology continue oOUr 
present Course of instigation and 
recruitment with an even greater 
Vengeance, ”the letter threatened. 

According to a report in the 
ac7a7111e1tio “Bee newspaper， 
Withrow, 22, is a part-time student 
at Sacramento's American River 
College， which，1like Sacramento 
City College, is also apartofthe Los 
Rios Community College District. 

"He told the Bee that he Was 
suspended from his school for one 
Semester in 1982 and is now taking 
one English class at the college， 
which is located in North 


Sacramento. The white supremacist 
group Spokesperson did not reveal 
why he had been suspended. 口

NO 1984 CUTS 

“There Will be no cuts for the 
1984 spring semester,，” promised 
Odel Johnson，President of 工 aney 
College: “But,” he cautioned，“ 工 
cannotforecast what will come after 
that.” 

The proposed program cuts were 
strongly criticized by those who 


testified at the hearing. “These cuts 
are made in the face of growing 
interestandneedfor Asian Studies,” 
accused Asian Ethnics Studies 
instructor Bill Sato. 

“As the world becomes Smaller， 
WwWe are drawn ever closer to nations 
and people on the Pacific rim,， Sato 
explained.“The Bay Areas trade 
and contact with Asia are enormous. 
Japan is the leading trade partner of 
California.” 

The instructor also pointed tothe 
important Tole that ethnic. Studies 
play in _ improving interracial rela- 
tionships. Educating students about 
“atrocities Such as the murder of 
Vincent Chin,，” for example，can 
help prevent similar tragedies in the 
fature.

Byron FEong，also an evening 
student， agreed， “The evening 
session is ouUr only opportunity to 
enroll at Laney,”he testified.“To 
discontinue the Mandarin Classes 
means disrupting our study and 
indicates the administration s lack of 
commitment to its students and to the 
community.” 

The board of trustees responded 
positively to the appeals，Trustee 
Ken Hoh said,“Your testimonies 
here today is a good example of 
exercising yoOUr rights and voices in 
oOUr democratic society.” 

Come next spring, Supporters of 
the Mandarin and Japanese classes 
may have to voice their concerns 
again, they feel.

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S.B. Woo Emphasizes High Tech 
In Delaware Lt. Governor Election

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A Chi- 
nese ”American physicist “who 
doesn't even consider himself a 
“traditionalpolitician” is seekingthe 
highest political office at the state 
level ever sought by a Chinese 
American in the history of our 
nation 

Professor $. B. Woo announced 
in _ October his candidacy for 
lieutenant governor of Delaware. He 
is currently running unopposed for 
the Democratic party nomination. 

Woo feels that his- scientific 
background can help him make a 
unique contribution to the political 
arena. “Our country has the 
tendency to elect few people with 
backgrounds in science and 
technology,”he observed.“The 80's 
is a decade of high technology: We 
need [politicians] to understand the 
era we are living in.” 

TECHNOLOGY 

The physics professor believes 
that education and technology are 
two key areaS that need to be 

addressed. “Our public school 
System is not doing well, and we are 
losing our edge in technology,， he 
lamented. 

“The ills of the public school 
System are Significant,，” contended 
the educator and father of two 
children who go to public schools. 
“Morale is low among teachersi the 
standard of our curriculum is not 
high enough，especially in the 
Sciences. We arenolongerpreparing 
our students for the challenges of a 
technologically-oriented society.” 

Yet Woo acknowledged that 
there is“no magical solution” to 
these Problems. “To introduce 
changes is not going to be easy,， he 
admitted. “The ,traditional 
Democratic way of throwing big 
bucks is not going to work，nor is 
Reagans ”method of cutting 
budgets.”

Ithink 工 
am uniquely qualified to do tt， said 
Woo. Not that he has any concrete 


Plans for solving our nation s 
problems in education and 
technology now， but “my 


background will enable me to 
understand the complexities of the 
problem, maintained the professor. 
“Ultimately 工 will find the soluton,” 
he claimed. 

Partly Decause of his 
background,， and partly because of 
the nature ofthe position itself, Woo 
Sees_ his role as “complementing 
traditional politicians.” The 
lieutenant governor s job in the state 
of Delaware is sometimes described 
as ”mainly “ceremonial. Woo 
conceded that it is a partrtime 
Position that PaysS only $17,000 a 
year“Thats notenough to live on 
remarked his wife, Katy，who is an 
active citizemr and agood politiciani in 
her own Tight. 

The cost of getting elected is 
steep，even for a Small state like 
Delaware. Woo's campaign 
Supporters indicated that they have a 
target of $300,000 for the campaign 
fund. Woo is travelling all over the 
country courting the Support of 
Chinese Americans. 

SUPPORTI 

The Shanghai-born physicist has 
been receiving much support from 
fellow Asians, both Democrats and 
Republicans. However，Delaware 
itself has only a 0.29%。 Asian 
population, so in his home state Woo 
will have to count heavily on the 
Democratic constituency, who make 
up 4496 of the state's registered 
Voters， 

Woo also believes that his 
Scientific background will appeal to 
independents, who represent 2396 of 
Delaware?s registered voters.“ 工 am 
the type of person with who they can 
intellectually identify,” said Woo. 

Politicially, Woo will be steering 
a moderate course，On 
enVvironmental issues，for instance， 
the professor noted that he “will not 
Push for excessive demands… “Iam 


an environmentalist based on 

scientific ， facts， rather than 

emotions,”he asserted. 
OPPORTUNITY 


Woo is a staunch believer in the 
Principle ofequal opportunity.“Any 
ethnic minority group that has not 


口 “had a chance [for] equal opportunity 
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can count on me,”he promised. 
Even though the candidate 
insisted that he is not a traditional 


] politician，neither is he a scientist 


seeking refuge in an ivory tower of 
atoms and molecules. In 1972, Woo 
founded a labor union, the Faculty 
Union of the University of 
Delaware. Four years later, he Was 
appointed a _ member of the 
universitys board of trustees and 
became the first faculty member 
named to the board. 

Woo considers himselfa “citizen 
activist>” who engages in Various 
local and community affairs. He was 
the co-chair of a citizen's committee 
that mediated a dispute in 1975 at 
the ”Nemws-Joxrzal the only 
statewide newspaper in Delaware. 
He served on the executive 
committee of the American 
Association of University 
Professors. Currently, he is chair of 
the Chinese-American Community 


CenterT. 
HIGH-TECH 


Jf elected，Woo will work with 


other elements in the state to form a 
high-tech park,，a concept Similar to 
Silicon Valley in California.“It w 记 
bring many jobs to the state,”the 
bhysicist anticipated. “Delaware is 
uniquely suited for [such a high-tech 
park]. It leads the nation in the 
percentage [16.89%] of workers in the 
high technology field.” 


So far, the lieutenant govermor 
hopeful has not made any public 
endorsements for gubernatorial can- 
didates. Delaware's state constitu- 
tion requires that the governor and 
lieutenant governor be elected on 
separate tickets. Thetwo canevenbe 
from different parties. 

While Woo is confident of the 
Democratic ”nomination， he is 
cautious ”about _ estimating ”his 
chances against the eventual 
Republican opponent.“I assume 让 
will be tough race,”but he added 
that he likes to make “worst-case 
assSumptions.” In any case，he 
laughingly noted that he needs only 
5$096 plus one vote to win. 


Cause of Death of Laotian 
Girl Still Undetermined

OAKLAND Alameda 
County Coroners officials are still 
probing into the mysterious death ofa 
three-year-old Laotian girl who fell 
into a coma shortly after She was 
given an anesthetic at the Children's 
Hospital Dental Clinic. 

According to Peggy Green， 
SpOKkesperSson for Children's 
Hospital， Mouang Saephan was 
being treated for abscesses and 
extensive tooth decay. Green Said 
Saephan:s_ records showed that she 
Was given Nisentile, a sedative used 
to relieve pain;， and Phenargan，a 
drug to prevent itching which is 
Sometimes caused from Nisentile. 
She was also &iven OXygen and 
nitrous Oxide，commonly known as 
laughing gasS. 

About an hour after she- was 
given _ the pain killer， Saephan 
SEEeTrerds ac onpileste 
cardiopulmonary collapse and 
lapsed into acoma. She died three 
days later. Saephan was reported to 
be in good health before keeping her 
November 28 appointment， 
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Green stressed that the cause of 
Saephan's death was still 
undetermined. 

Last week, the two dental clinic 
Wokers who treated Saephan were 
temporarily relieved of their duties 
pending the results of the coroner's 


investigation， 
In a joint statement released by 
Antonie “Paap， ”President of 


Children s Hospital and Dr，John 
Greene，dean of the University of 
California SF:sS Dental School， 
which runs ;the clinic，said the two 
Workers “will devote full energy in 
the review of the case.” 

Paap and Greene also said they 
expected the investigation to take 
SeVveTal WeekSs. The hospital did not 
releasethenames ofthe two workers. 

Hospital officials had expressed 
fears that Saephan's death might 


,have caused the Laotian community 


,to stop going to the facility for badly 


needed dental and medical services. 

“Some have cancelled their 
appointments， but its not a 
Signficiant number,” stated Carrie 


| Reynolds，acting director of public 


relations for the hospital. She noted 
that the hospital serves about 30-40 
refugees a Week. 图

Closes Down on Grant Avenue

SAN FRANCISCO 一 On the 
cormer of Grant Avenue and Clay 
Street in Chinatown there is what 
appears to be a quaint little grocery 
store, but as the proverb saySs,， “You 
can't judge a book by its cover.” 

This grocery store，known as 
Shing Chong 人 儿 Co., will be closing 
down in the next few days and the 
asking price for the building is “a 
little over $4 million,”one realtor 
Said last week. According to Cedric 
Goo, agrandsonofthefounderofthe 
store， Shing Chong is closing 
“和 because it is no longer 
economically feasible” and:too hard 
for Goos 70-year-old _ father to 
间 anage by himself. 

BUILDING 

The price of the building is 
indicative ofthe factthatthe “quaint 
little store”is actually only the front 
of a complex that includes other 
small stores and extends all the way 
to Brenham Place on Portsmouth 
Square. The 5,000-square-foot 
building extends several floors down 
and includes a wide basement area 
used as a kitchen for Preparing 
Chinese-style roast pigs. - 

“It is the largest Single-cormner 
building in Chinatown,”Goo noted. 
There are a number of owners and 
this could complicate the eventual 
Sale. 

Shing Chong 此 Co. was started 
in 1911 byGoo's grandfather, Louie 
Wee Lee, who passed away in 1972 
at the age of 90. 开 was the first 
grocery store on GrantAvenueinthe 


heart of Chinatown, thus making the 
site a local landmark. 
CATERING 
From the beginning of the store， 
people in the community “could buy 
anything they mneeded at Shing 
Chong,”remarked the grandson of

the founder.“Many eof the residents 
of Chinatown shopped cnly in this 
store，where they could buy dry 
goods and all types of food.” 
Shortly after World War LU, two 
of Louie:s sons，Fay and Charles， 
opened up the first Chinese food 
catering Service in San Francisco. 
They prepared their food in a huge， 
Spotless kitchen located below the 
grocery store， The kitchen，which 
takesupthe entire lowerfloors ofthe 
lengthy building is still in working 
order and is one ofthe major reasons 
Why prospective ,TestaurateurS 3aTe 
interested in buying the building. 
“Wewerethefirstto caterfood,” 
Fay”s son Cedric pointed out.“We 
WwWould cook food, then bring it up in 
trays With dishes cups and utensils， 
and all the family had to do was sit 
down and eat.” 


NEEDED 

He noted that Such a service was 
needed by: many residents of 
Chinatownbecausetheir apartments 
had no kitchens. In later years, the 
Shing Chong service catered food to 
the sewing factories and laundries in 
the neighborhood. 

Shing Chong was also the first 
Store to sell roast pigs, chickens and 
ducks. These are now common items 
in Chinese food outlets throughonut 
the city. 

Acomplexlabyrinth of stairs and 
hallways can be found on the upper 
two floors of the building. The maze 
opens up to numerous rooms of 
Varying Sizes and Shapes，These 
TO00mS，now used for storage，wWere 
once occupied by Chinese 
immigrants, mostof whom worked at 
Shing Chong. 

When the store first started “we 
Would bring people over from Hong 
Kong to work at the store and they 
would live in the rooms inside the 
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building,” Goo explained. 
TAXING 

Goo's father Fay andhis uncle 
Charles ran the operation forthe past 
few decades _ until Charles passed 
away in 1980, leaving Fay in sole 
charge. “Ihe store needs three or 
four people to manage the Several 
different businesses,”Goo asserted. 
The work was just too taxing for the 
70-year-old man. 

Competition from newer Shops 
from Stockton Street cut into the 
business of the pioneer Store JIn 
addition，none of the ,founders 
grandchildren expressed an interest 
in taking up the business. “We all 
WwWent off in our own Separate careeT 
directions,”said Goo, a Sergeant in 
the San Francisco ”Sheriffs 
Department. 

SALE 


When Goo:s father decided Six 


months ago to sell the 72-year-old 
family business, neither Cedric nor 
any of his cousins knew how badly 
the store was doing.“ 工 thought the 
store Was doing well, he reflected. 
“My father never complained.” 
Shing :Chong stopped catering 
two months ago and has phased onut 
the deliveries of vegetables，fruit， 
meatand dry goods.The72-year-old 
Chinatown establishment will close 
its doors as Soon as it sells outthe rest 
of its stock, “which will not be too 
long,”commented Goo. 回

SupervVisor Louise Renne led 
the ceremony, which was held at city 
hall on September 30. 

The grandfather of the two 
honorees，Makoto Hagiwara，had 
agreed to build，1landscape and 
maintain the garden in exchange for 
$50 monthly rent to the city for the 
teaand fortune cookie concesSsion for 
99 years. TIhe agreement also 
allowed the family to build their 
home in the back of the garden with 


their own funds. 

After three&generationshad lived 
there for 48 years，the 再 agiwWaras 
WwWeie eVicted by the Recreation and 
Park Commission，just three days 
before the federal  _ government s 
order for persons of Japanese 
American descent to ljeave the West 
Coast. It was May 1942. Theirhome 
Was Sold for salvage to a wWrecking 
company. 

Renne _ authored legislation to 
include the Hagiwaras in the 


reparations payments made to the 
city?s civjl service workers who lost 
their jobs during WWII because of 
their ancestry. JIn Presenting the 
$5,000 checkstothetwosurvivors of 
the family，Renne called the 
payments a Symbolic gesture of 
regret for the treatment accorded the 
Hagiwara famijly. 

The supervisor also presented a 
proclamation ， from the Mayor 
declaring September 30，1983，as 
Hagiwara Family Day in the city.

Yagura has over 19 years of 
experience in the Semiconductor 
electronics industry. 工 hose years 
cover an even wider Tange of job 
reSponsibilities and skills， He has 
been involved with research,product 
development， manufacturing and 
corporate management. 

Referring to the process of 
runningacompany;the Ianagement 
consultanttold the audience thatthis 
is the time when entrepreneurs must 
learn to deal with what he called the 
“Teal world.” 

“People have 3a perception of 
how easyit willbe oncetheyraisethe 
money. They"ll just get a good team, 
good product and get millions of 
dollars. Maybe theyll build a 
building and then get rch he 
laughed. 

GARAGE 
“Most companies are not that 
way,”he quickly added.“A lot are 
financed out of their own pocket” 
they Work in Someone'S garage. 
Maybe one person quits ajob andthe 
others continue to keep him alive. 

“Once in a while, with the right 
product and the right contingenices， 
you are actually ready to start and 
can celebrate.“FErom now on，we're 
in duck soup”But,”warned Yagura， 
“this is the hard part.” 

The firsthard question to hitthe 
business people is compensation of 
the founders.“At the beginning, it s 
like the three musketeers. Everyone 
has the same profit and the Same 
shares. One gives time，the other 
gives money. Whats the 
difference2”asked Yagura. 

In the process of determining 
what is one's fair share of the equity， 
he pointed out that some way to 
ascribe 3a dollar value to each 
founder's share was not neceSSarily 
as easy as it Sounded. 


“How do you determine the 
dollarization to distribute the fair 
share [of equity]? Is the work of the 
President greaterthanthe work ofthe 
Vice president， and his greater than 
the managers?”demanded Yagura 

Just what 证 the salary 
distribution7 This may seem jlike a 
Silly problem, butitcan break ateam 
apart, ”observed the management 
man. He recalled that on one of his 
consultancies，he asked this of a 
group of founders and they had to 
retire to a sideroom to work it out. 
Yagura Said that they almost 
resorted to fis 葵 ghting before coming 
up with agreeable figures. 

Another problem area comes Up 
With dealings with lawyers.“There 
are good and bad lawyers, justlike in 
all professions,”he declared as the 
audience groaned almostin unison at 
the mention of the Word “1awyers. 

“Look for someone who has 
experience in start-ups,” advised 
Yagura.“You canit afford Someone 
to learn [the ropes] off of you. You 
want Someone with skills because 
you do not have those skills.?” 

BANKERS 

Bankers, friend orfoe, then asked 
Yagura.， Financing also brings out 
the need to work out precise working 
and Tesponsibility relationship 
among all the persons involved with 
the establishment of the business. 

Banks can extend a line of credit 
to a _ company and just Secure that 
Ioney with equipment or accounts 
receivable. In Some cases，though， 
the bank may want Personal 
guaranteeS; that 1S$， ”written 
agreements from the companys 
Principals that they will promise to 
pay off the loan it the company 
should be unable to do so. 

Yagura asked, “Who should sign 
the guarantee” The president of the 
company? All of the officers All of 
the founders? There is more Tisk [on 
the signers] ifthe company does not 
Succeed.” 

The consultant also stressed the 
need to get a good accountant in 
order to minimize problems down 
the line.“Its not necesSary to have 
one full-time at the outset but have 
one Setup a checking account so yoU 
can track expenditures.” 

SPEND MORE 

Without a good System by which 
to calculate, balance and check the 
books, he noted with a smile,“you 
always end up Spending more than 
you think.”A good accountant can 
alsohelp setup amechanism through 
which all the Proper governmental 
units 一 local，state and federal 一 get 
what they want. 

玫 eeping track of the money 
which comes into the company also 
can result in further problems unless 
the founders have worked out a 
planning and control process，he 
Said. 

“Sometimes entrepreneurs ask，

Those entering the hi-tech field， 
especially，should understand how 
personal compnuters can heljp.“IThey 
are Wise. investments because they 
allow us to do [studies on] “what if 
[hypotheticals],”he said. 


With the computer，Yagura the 
consultant canhelp acompany figure 
out “down to pure cash”figures， 
how much it has. He can also help 
the company bestutilizethe moneyit 
does have, he boasted. 

“In one case，We helped a 


company Teduce its “break=even 
amounts and the money lasted four 
months longer [than it might have 
otherwise],”Yagura noted. 

His last words of advice focused 
on what he called the company:s 
“culture and image.”This involves 
an attempt to define job functions:. 
“When a_ company grows Iapidly， 
things can fall through the cracks; 
things jlike what is each person 
Supposed to do; whathappens ifthey 
fail to do something.” 

And while he stressed that when 
things go amiss，it is precisely the 
time to Step back and try to find out 
what is Wrong，he admitted，” IES 
difficult to stop and analyze What is 
wrong and then to make changes. 
Thats whypeople like us can eXist” 
half-joked the management consul- 
tant.

TAX FREE 

At the Very least，each Worker 
Should have an Individual 
Retirement Account，and self- 
empioyed people should considerthe 
advantages of a 玫 eough. Not only 
will contributions to an IRA be tax 
deductible，they will earn income 
free of current income taxes， You 


have until April 1Sth, 1984,to set up 
and pay into the IRA (or the date of 
filing your return if earlier or later). 
This leeway is also permitted for 
| making contributions to a Keough.

DONATIONS 

Charitiapie Deduwctions due at 
the beginning of1984 should be paid 
in December 1983.

The 
donor gets the full market value as 
the deduction，and the charity can 
sellthe stock without anytax.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Approx- 
imately 30 years ago, 工 saw a contest 
ad in a magazine that said, “Draw 
Me.”The winner would get a free 
CoOrrespondence art course. 工 drew 
the girls face and sent it in. A few 
weeks later, a Salesman came, told 
myfatherthatIhad greattalent, and 
signed me up for a correspondence 
art COUITS6e. 

I never did find out who the 
Winner WasS. 

My high school art teacher at 
Galileo didn tliketheideaatall. she 
felt that most correspondence art 
courses Wereawaste ofmoney. After 
high school, Icontinued studying art 
at City College and at UC Berkeley-. 
When I graduated，no high-paying 
job was waiting for me (or low- 
paying job，for that matter)，SO 工 
decided to go to art School. 

FAR CRY 

The Academy of Art in San 
Francisco was afarcryfromlearning 
art throtgh: the mail. In art School 工 
competed with very talented artists， 


JIn my Correspondence course there 
was hardly any competition at all. 了 
was beginning to think .my high 
School teacher was right. 


There were quite a few Chinese 
Americans in art School. In fact we 
had a good cross-Section from a wide 
diversity of races.- There were also a 
lot of .ex-serVicemen who came to 
school under the G.I._ Bill. 

One ofthe prerequisites was Life 
Drawing 一 Sketching from a model. 
The first time we drew from a nude 
model was quite an experience and a 
little disconcerting，especially for 
those of us who were brought up in 
Chinatown where modesty was 3 
largepartofourupbringing,. Many of 
the Chinese students Probably did 
not Show their nude Sketches to 
barents Or relatives， 工 certainly 
didn't， 

JIn atypical class, we Sketched for 
30 minutes before taking a break. 
During break time，we got up from 
Our drawings to stretch or _ Walk 
around. Some of the more Seasoned 
artists Seemed to have an air of 
Seriousness in everything they did. 
They would stand_ up :from their 
drawings，Tight up acigarette，and 
then squint at their drawings. 

STARI SMOKING 
One of my Chinese classmates 


claims he started smokingbecause of 
the Life Drawing classes. (TIhere can 
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be only two reasons to start Smoking 
in this class: one is to calm the nerVes 
让 one had an unnerving experience 
gazing at the model; the other would 
be to achieve the “macho”， 
Marlboro-look so one can puff and 
squint at his drawings.) 

My friend claims he smoked to 
calm his nerves，but Tve always 
Suspected the other. 

During the break，fthe model 
usually took out a book to read, but 
occasionally, she would walk around 
to see the Sketches， We had to 
endure the spray fixative the artists 
Were Spraying on the drawings， 
because opening the window would 
be too chilling for the model.
